WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN THE FIELD, July 20.— (By Mail)-- 
If it’s possible to imagine dozens of heav y thunderstorms blended into one 
continuous roar, the shrieking and whining of unsfeen tons of steel and 
high explosiv es racing through the sky, lightning flashes of bursting shells 
continually specking the horizon like a giant Fourth of July display, then 
it’s partly possible to v isualize the newest phase of war on the western 
front. 
The United Press correspondent saw and heard all this today from a 
high stretch of ground commanding the scene of a dozen of the bloodiest 
and most terrible conflicts of the British driv e. 
Dotting the green hills 
and v alleys here and there were distinct blotches of brown v isible among 
naked skeletons of trees. 
These ugly blots on the landscape a short time 
ago were pretty v illages, each with a church spire and red topped houses 
snuggled down between the rolling hills. 
Today they were merely ugly 
blots. Each is typical of the other 
mostly a pile of bricks that resembles 
nothing. 
S E E S W A R - T O R N V I L L A G E S 
From the v antage point were observ ed Contalmaison, Basentin le 
Grande, Montban, La Boiselle, Metz and sev eral small woods which hav e 
figured prominently in the communiques. Just beyond the range of v ision 
lay Longuev al and Delv ille Wood where at the moment the Germans were 
engaged in a heav y counter-attack which gav e them back a part of the 
wood and a few houses of the v illage. 
A British counter-attack soon re­ 
v ersed the situation. 
Fighting of this character has been a peculiar fea­ 
ture of the British offensiv e. 
All captured points hav e been strongly held. 
Wherev er the Germans concentrate their reserv es and organize a counter­ 
driv e any adv antage they gain is of short duration. 
The systematic Brit­ 
ish adv ance makes it possible to retaliate quickly, usually in force. 
Precaution prev ents publication of news relativ e to troops and mov e­ 
ments of troops, but it can be said with safety that there is no shortage ol 
shells, of men or guns behind the British line.

From the v iewpoint of the non-military observ er, there is no short­ 
age of anything.

For miles along the network of country roads, well behind the lighting 
lines, great masses of men in khaki, most of them wearing the picturesque 
steel helmet, are waiting for their turn. 
Motor lorries in great drov es are 
also performing their functions. 
Passing along the roads miles and miles 
to the rear, khaki is ev erywhere. 
Peaceful little v illages which fate has left so near the rav ages of the 
conflict yet still untouched are tilled with it.

Ev ery corner shows a group of “tommies.” 
These men are in 
billets, manv of them hav ing had their turn at the fighting and are taking 
a well-earned rest. 
Others hav e freshly arriv ed from England as can 
be seen by the newness of their uniforms.

The v eteran “tommy” is a trifle more stained. 
Roads, training fields
